2 wires are sufficient. 


All this information is available in older editions of the ARRL handbook. 
(Current publications leave out most practical references to voltage

>My toroid is 2.25 inches outside diameter, 1.38 inches inside diameter

That's because current practice favors CURRENT baluns, not VOLTAGE 
baluns. However, voltage baluns do work, and are appropriate for a mix 2 


core. 


> I'd say fit 


>as many turns on as you can without crowding or stacking them. 


The problem is -- more turns means more capacitive coupling between 
turns, which reduces the effectiveness of the coil as a transformer, and 
hence, the balun action. 


> That based 

>on the fact that the permeability of type 2 is probably a hundredth of a 
>typical ferrite used for a balun. With bifilar windings, the number of 
>turns doesn't affect the ratio, so it's just a matter of getting enough 
>inductance. And if you're going down as low as 80 meters and using the type 
>2 core, you probably need a bunch. 


It's impractical to try to build an HF current balun with a mix 2 core. 
There just isn't enough permeability to work with. The voltage baluns 
shouldn't require many turns though. 8-12 turns will be plenty. 


>To quote something a bit more authoritative ... I build the Ultimate 
>Transmatch from the 1976 Handbook way back then, and it featured a balun 
>made with T200-2 cores. (This was before Lewallen set us all straight on 
>baluns.) Anyway, it says use two stacked T200-2 ferrite cores with 15 
>bifilar turns of #14 teflon coated wire. Of course, that was for a kW. 


That's actually a lot of turns. 


>Hey, I just noticed an error in the article for the first time ... T-200-2 
>cores aren't ferrite ... 


No, they wouldn't be for a VOLTAGE balun.

>The rig has 2 entire receivers, so you can simultaneously monitor 2 bands, 
>or scan around while waiting for your chance to dive into a pileup. This 
>looks to be a serious contesters rig. 


How does it compare with the Ten-Tec Orion? The Orion may knock the K2 
off the top of the receiver hilltop, if the dynamic range bears up in 
ARRL testing. (Ten-Tec claims about a 20 dB edge over the K2) That's for 
receiver A. Receiver B is a more conventional general coverage design 
with a 15 kHz roofing filter. 


The only thing bad about the Orion in the contesters realm is that both 


receivers mute during transmit, which means you can't listen on another 
band while you are transmiting. 


Will the Icom allow this?

40 dB Third Order Intercept. TOI is a measure of the receiver's ability to 
tolerate strong signals other than the one you are trying to hear. This is 
many orders of magnitude better than the best amateur receivers out there. 


How does it compare with the Ten-Tec Orion? The Orion may knock the K2 
off the top of the receiver hilltop, if the dynamic range bears up in 
ARRL testing. (Ten-Tec claims about a 20 dB edge over the K2) That's for 
receiver A. Receiver B is a more conventional general coverage design 
with a 15 kHz roofing filter.

Actually, Thinnet has been pass for many years now. I can't think of 
any thinnet installations I've worked for/at in the last 10 years. So if 
you find some that is being pulled and replaced by Cat 5 (or better), 
ask how long it has been in the walls/ceilings, etc. Most of it won't 
have been subjected to a tremendous amount of stress since it was used 
in interior spaces. However occasionally it will have been run through 
attics or basements where conditions could have caused it to deteriorate 
significantly. 


As for BNC connectors, since that is how thinnet connected at its 
terminating points, finding the right size BNC shouldn't be a problem. I 
think this cable is referred to as RG-59, so get connectors that will 
fit RG-59 and all will be well.

Today Weaver's Welding had me by and they welded the rig I 
designed made from 1/4 inch steel was welded under my Dodge 
Durango and a 2 inch steel U sticks up 2 feet. The antenna needs 
to be insulated from ground. So I bought a foot of 2 inch white 
plastic pipe and with my miter saw cut 2 3/4 inch wide circles of 
this pipe. Cut them so they can expand over the 2 inch tube that 
is the antenna. Then I slipped these over some small screws at the 
end of the bottom of the Antenna and then held the antenna by use 
of 4 inch stainless steel hose clamps at the very top and bottom 
of the 2 foot steel U. This cost $45.00 which was very reasonable! 
I bought some primer paint, masked the Durango from the spray and 
painted the rig. Then after Lunch I painted again with the paint 
that is a perfect match to the Durango's Forest Geeen. 


Then added the 8 foot stainless whip that makes the top of the 
antenna. I will need to shorten this a little to reach 10 meters 
with no inductor added. 

Next chore will be to find a 3 wire cable to wire the 


screwdriver control wires to my fingers while driving. And some 
coax to get the antenna to the transmitter.

Hi John, I'm having trouble finding TOI in the ARRL expanded test of the 
FT-817. I see the Inband Receiver IMD Test and it sounds like what your 
talking about. It is 2 signal generators entering the reciver to cause a 
900 and 1100 Hz tone. 


But the phrase 40 DB TOI doesn't transfer any information to me. 
If you look at the IMD Test you see they present an audio spectrum 
analysis where both signals are 59+40DB and the FT-817 has mixer 
products about down 20 to 25 DB. Are you saying the Icom will have mixer 
products down 40 DB? 


If this is the case then yes Icom has done something very new. 
But if 40 DB TOI means something else, then the ARRL Lab isn't measuring 
it. The Second Order Intercept is called Dynamic Range. The FT-817 has 
about 100 DB dynamic range.

Basically, you'd need bandpass 
filters with > 100 dB of isolation, capable of handling 150 watts or 
more. The filters would likely be larger than the radio.

Not impossible, but again, very difficult. Most in-band setups I'm aware 
of mute both receivers. 


Practically speaking, two radios on the same band with physically 
separated antennas is possible, but within a few kHz of the transmitting 
frequency, the receiver is substantially degraded. A lot depends on the 
purity of the transmitter (eg phase noise), and the rejection capability 
of the receiver. 


In-band receive has been around for a long while. The FT-1000 series has 
it, and even the old TenTec Omni-D could do it (with the optional VFO). 
This is handy for monitoring both frequencies when working split. 


>4. Is there currently another contest rig that does what you want it to? 


NO! In contest parlance, this is called SO2R operation (Single Operator, 
2 Radio). Although only one transmitter is necessary, since it is only 
used on one radio at a time. 


The idea is to let the operator S & P while he is CQing on the main 
radio. For that reason, it is important to be able to receive while 
transmitting, usually on a different band. 


The FT-1000D has a second receiver, but, like the Orion, it is muted 
during transmit. Otherwise, it might be possible to do SO2R in one box.

You can see that +40 is a whole different animal. Somewhere in the ARS 
Sojourner archives is a detailed description of each of the tests, but I 
couldn't find it quickly. Also I seem to remember them having some more 
tests of other rigs, in particular I think the 756 Pro was somewhat poorer 
than the 1000MP, but the Pro II was close or barely better. Based on my ear 
(no measurements), the 706 is pretty similar to a K1, maybe a tad better, 
but in operation, the NC-20 is quite a bit better than the K1, so there is 
some other spec coming into play there, probably second order IMD 

(http: //www.natworld.com/ars/pages/back_issues/2001_text/0301_text/817_2dr.h 
tml). 


I did grab out the flyer and counted the controls, my wife wasn't all that 
far off. Counting the concentric controls as 2, there are 114 controls on 
the face of this monster, compared to 19 for a 706, and 9 for a K1. Some of 
that is due to separate controls for the 2 receivers, including knobs for 
most of the DSP controls and the twin PBT. It's so complicated they felt 


compelled to include a CF card slot to store the settings. (Useful for a 
multiop contest). Unfortunately, the flyer doesn't have a lot of receiver 
specs in it (remember this is a pre-announcement). They made quite a big 
deal over the TOI, but the slides also bragged on about some of the other 
specs, this tired old brain didn't record all of them.

Karl, it stands for "Third Order Intercept" or IP3 in short. 

It is a very basic and fundamental performance parameter that ARRL Labs 
finds for each receiver they test. Its value is calculated from several 
other performance parameters as described on page 59 of the ARRL Lab Test 
Procedures Manual.. 


The IC-7800 is claimed to have an IP3 of 40 dBm, equivalent in power to ten 
watts. I think that the PRO2 has about a +20 dBm IP3 and the new ORION 


claims something around +25 dBm. 


As you know, the higher the IP3, the less likely the receiver is to have 
problems with either large single signals or combinations of large signals. 


A +40 dBm IP3 is the sort of value that you find on $30K+ commercial 
receivers, not amateur radios. Of course, the value depends upon the spacing 
between two test signals when IP3 is measured/calculated. As the spacing 
decreases, so does IP3. Icom has not revealed at what test signal spacing 
the 40 dBm value applies. 


The text of the entire Lab procedures manual is available for download from 
the ARRL website. Lots of interesting reading.

The IC-7800 is claimed to have an IP3 of 40 dBm, equivalent in power to ten 
watts. I think that the PRO2 has about a +20 dBm IP3 and the new ORION 
claims something around +25 dBm. 


As you know, the higher the IP3, the less likely the receiver is to have 
problems with either large single signals or combinations of large signals. 


A +40 dBm IP3 is the sort of value that you find on $30K+ commercial 
receivers, not amateur radios. Of course, the value depends upon the spacing 
between two test signals when IP3 is measured/calculated. As the spacing 
decreases, so does IP3. Icom has not revealed at what test signal spacing 
the 40 dBm value applies.

The ARRL lab report for the 817 shows the TOI to be between 0.8 and 8.2 with 
the preamp off, worse with the preamp on. So the 817 is a relatively poor 
performer in this regard. This is a little better than the numbers ARS give 
them - about -2. As someone else mentioned, 20 is a really good amateur 
receiver, and 25 is amazing. High priced military/commercial gear sometimes 
comes in the 30's. 40 is unheard of for an amateur receiver. Of course, 
Since this radio isn't soup yet, it will be a while before we see the ARRL 
numbers, but you can bet Icom is targeting the League's procedures. 


ARS is also a little more critical of the K2 - ARS gives them 14/8, while 
ARRL around 20/6 depending on the band. For the 2020, though, ARS is a 
little kinder than the ARRL, 16 vs. around 13 depending on band. I can't 
see what frequency ARS uses for the test, but QST publishes numbers by band, 
although the bands they choose seem a bit random. 


The ARRL lab reports hide the third order intercept behind the cryptic title 
"Third-order intercept". Perhaps you did a find and the hyphen confused it.
